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A first-year lesson-book and a first-year 
reader. These two books contain short stories, 
anecdotes, amusing rimes, riddles, games and 
songs, gathered together by the author, who 
knew and loved them in her childhood in 
Spain. They give local color and variety to 
the simple exercises. 

The books are written in the Spanish of com- 
mon usage. The student learns how to speak 
and write simple Spanish, and at the same 
time becomes acquainted with the customs 
and character of the people. 
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
